Now {ceing this nged oi {uct a Book, and having a 
want of it, and no f{uch bing then extant, upon that 


occaſion 1 began to make ſuch a Book oi mine own, yet —- 


not as deligning, i it for publick uſe, butonly tor-a ſup- 
ply oi my private want. Butafter a while, when mult- 
titude of acceſſions had given a contiderable encreafe to 
my bcginnings, I entertain'd a thought, that what I 
had begun for my private uſe, nuigit be ulctul allo to

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the publick, if brought into due form and order and 
fo began to ſet {crioully about the doing of the thing 
032 pit rpoſc. 

And yct as loth to rely therein on my own judgment, 
(that 1 niay now go on to ſhew what Encouragements 
lL nad to tac Publithing of it) Icommimnicated my- de- 
ſign wita my cver to be honoured Maſter, the very Re- 
verend and Learned Mr. Zohi Clarke, lometime publick 
Schoo!malter of Lz;:cet;z, but then a Teacher of a Pri- 

vate Scavol in Fitkerton > who fo well approved of it, 
that with his advice, and in his Parlor; 1 wrotea Let- 
ter to Mr. WWiil;am Digars, then Matter of Merchant 
Taylors School in Lyxdv. acquainting him with 17, 
and dcfiring, his jadgment upon it 3 from whom I re- 
ceived a Letter in an{iver to mine, with theſe words m 
it to the parpole ! in hand. For your Phr 'aſeology» I lihe 
it wontarous well : it muſt needs be not only very-wſeftel, 
but alſo very ncceſſary. Now the Judgment of thee 
two, lo able and {o-expericnced Schoolmaiters,had been 
enough to encourage tie to the work, tnougn I had had 
no other but this encouragement to it. 

But that was not all tne Encouragement that I had, 
for belides the Private Letters {ent to Mr. Tim. Garth- 
wait (at whole detire I put forth a Spectmem at tne end 
ot my Particles) to move metogo on m it, according 
to my intimation 1n the Preface to that SPectmen, Mr. 
Chriftopher Waſe, that very learned Matter vi Tunbridge 
School, in his Pref ace to his elegant Dicitozary, hath 
given lach a Pablick tcliimony to it, as was a mighty 
| encouragement unto me to go forward therein. T's 
; _ Wordsare thncle\Sub/idem tempus emiſit 05G D. 
Walker Schole os of s Informator, Opert eye; « Qt 
&e vario Particalarum O__ cum Piles 26-00{1:2- 
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tarum uſu ſcripſit, ſubnexum- Which both Private "FA 
zers, and Publick, Teſtimony are the more to be ſet by, in 
regard they proceeded from Perſons fo far from being 
acquainted with me, that they were uttcrly unknown 
to me. 

| And now having upon theſe encouragements, with 
other Inducements thereunto, proceeded to Publiſh it, 
I ſhall go on (in the Third place) to give Anſwer unto 
ſome Isquirics that may by ſome be made” concerning 
It. 

And Firſt if it be asked, why I als any Authors at all 
unto my Phraſes; my Anſwer is, that I do it to ſhew, 
that the Latine 1s Authentical, and may be ſafely uſed 
or imitated ſo far as the Reputation of its Author will 
carry it out, and is not of mine own making. 

Secondly, If it be asked, why I quote many Authors 


ſo particularly, when the concernment perhaps ſeems 


inconſiderable 3 to that 1 anſwer, that what may ſcem 
of little concerument unto one, may be of greater 
concernment to another, and for their ſakes who may 
be concerned therein, Iam fo particular in many of my 
quotations. 

But then, Thirdly jf it be asked, why I am 79: (o 
particulay in all my quotations ; to chat 1 anſwer, That 
when I firſt {et about the making of this Book for my 
own private uſe, Idid nor always particularly quote 
the place of my Author, from whence I had every 
Phraſe, but held it enough for my own fatisfaction to 
ſet down the Author in general 3 yea ſometimes I did 
not ſo much as ſet down. any Author atall, the things 
being as then very familiar to me. through daily ulc. 
And hence it is, that ſome Authors are but generally 
citcd, For although when I intended to write tor the 

 Publick, 
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Publick, I did omit thoſe Phraſes for which I had ſet 
down no Authors, for fear I ſhould mittake any of my 
own traming, and ſet them down too together with 
the others, yet I thought 1 might very well take thoſe 
that had Authors ſet down for them, though but gene» 
rally cited, as being not conſcious to my lelf of any de-= 
{fiznT had to deceive my felt or others, with athxing 
Paraſcs io Authors whole they were not : and as not 
thinking it worth the while to put my (elf to ſo much 
trouble, as to ſeck them all out again in their Authors, 
which would bea labour much like that of ſeeking a 
needle in a bottle of hay. Beſides, many particular 
quotations expreſſed in the firſt Editions of the Spect= 
men,were Omitted in the latter Editions, for the draw< - 
ing in of the matter into a narrower compaſs, which 
might eaſily be retrived, if there were conſiderable oc- 
calion for it, Laſtly, I will not affirm my («lf to have 
had ocular inſpe@ion of all, and every paſlage here ſet 
down in the Authors thereof, but to have taken many 


_ of them upou trut, yet from ſuch witneſſes as no man 


hath reaſon to miſtruſt for falſe dealing , fuch as Nizo- 
lis, Stephanus, Parens, Hadrianus Cardinalis, &c. and 
that theſe do not always particularly quote theplace of 
the Author, or if they do, yet not to as that I could tind 
them in my Editions of their Authors -and ſo I have 
{ct them down here, as I found them quoted by 
them. : 

© And yet you will find ſome Phraſes without Authors, 
whereot you may ſee examples, Page 21+ 37. &c. But 
Firſt, they are very few 3 and Secondly, they have ane 
nexed to them thoſe paſſages of the Authors from 
which I took them, they lying ſo in their Authors, as 
that I could not fit them, as they fo lay to my payes. 

| Au 
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And {o that is all one; as if I had taken them out of 


their Authors, unlcls I have miſtaken their meaning and 
miſapplyed their ſenſe, which I hope I ſhall nor be tound 
to have done. And where no Author 1s quotcd, the 
Reader may let that alone, if he like not the ſabjoyned 
Authority whercon it 15 builded. 

Fourthly, If it be asxed why I quote any Moderns, 
(ich as Vives, Eraſmus, Strada, Beza, Schoneus, &c« 
and not all pure Roman Authors; I anſwer; That thoſe 
Authors ſpeaking pertinently to my purpolc, I thought 
fit to uſe what they had ſaid, as believing them perſons 
{o well verſed in Roman Authors, aud {© thorowly ac- 
quainted with the Latine Idiom, that they would not 
{peak 1mproperly, much leſs Barbarouſly 1n any cafe. 
And {oit any be fatisfhed with their Authority, he may 
ule what they ſay, if not, he isat liberty to let it alone : 
being {ure not to be impoſed upon by me; becaule that 
what I have from them, I name them for. And yet 
what I have from them is very little, Cicero, Terence, 
Plantus, Ceſar, and Florus having contributed 'the moſi 
of thoſc materials that go to the making up ot this 
building, tnough tne reft of the Roman Writers have 
their ſhare therein alſo. 

Fitthly, If it be asked why ſome Heads are larger, and 
ſome ſhorter 3 lankwer, Firſt, That matter doth not alike 
ariſe trom all Hzads, not cvery word having the lise 
number of Ambiguitics in it, or Proprictics of -Specch 
belonging tO it. Secondly, T That where others had faia 
much, there was nb need of much to be {aid by me, 
whotc defign hath not been to giveyou all that any 0- 
the hath aid, but rather to give' you that waich hath 
not been faid by any other. Thirdly, That in the do- 
ing of this work, I took things very much as they occa- 

tionally 
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jionally tell in my Ways and did not always make it my 
bulinets to run tarough every Propriety belonging ta 
each word, wilch to >do had been a work ot udicld 
labour, and it poſlible to be done) would have {welPd 
the Book into an infupportable bulk, and rais'd it up 
toan intolerable price 3 upon which conſidcrations L 
was;powertully difſwadcd trom giving it that cncreale, 
which otherwiſe it might catily have had. Laſtly, Taat 
as new Phraſes-were frequently happening to be added 
to the Heads I had already begun to write on, to allo 
New Heads oi Phraſes anthought of b<tore, ware now 
and then occurring to my mind 3 and 19 it can be BY 
marvel 1i thcle new Heads have under them {o fmail a 
number of Paraics. And yet it there bappen (as fome= 
times there doth) to be bt oze or two Paratcs under a 
Head, my hope is you will tind hcin fuch, that you 
would not have willingly wanted thum, thouga they 
{tand io alone without more companions With them 
Sixthly, If it be asked, why the Paraſes under cach 
Head are zot (et down 32 any Order, bat ſtand very con- 
{aſedly, Phraſes of a very unlike nature being as 1t were 
jumbled together; I aniwer, that the work bcing done 
Occaſionally, it was unpoflivle to light of every / thing 
uit in that Order, that EVETY ONe would have had it {ct 
down in : And, that if it were a thing poſſible to be 
done, as upon eryal; in ſome Heads I have-tound it to be 
very difficult, yet it were to very little purpole, unleſs 
the Book were lo perteEt as to be uncapable of Additi= 
ons, which it will never be while the world ltanas : for 
every new Paraie wiil occation a new dilturbance to 
the Order. But then thc benchit of that Confuſion will 
countervail tne trouble of it, and IECOMIPENCE ane 
danily the labour of looking out tor what is wanted in®* 
that

that confuſion: for ſo it will occaſion the often re ading 
ever the ſame Phraſes, and ſo while one is looked tor 
en ſet purpoſe, many more will be gained upon that 
occaſion by the by; however ſome Idez of them will 
ſtick in the mind and memory and that frequent per- 
uſal of them without book, will be tantamount to a 
getting of them within book, and ſave the Learner 
ſomething of that labour. 
 Laſtly,If it be asked why the ſame Phraſe is ſet down 
wider ſeveral Heads} I anſwer, That in the ſame Phraſe 
there may happen..to be ſeveral Proprietics, and fo I 

thought fit to ſet each downin its proper place : partly 
becauſe not every one would conceive how to hnd in 

one place what he miſſed in another and partly to 

fave the Reader the labour of turning from ' place to 

lace with'References, which to ſome is tedious, and to 

}tunpleaſing, who love to go by the firing, rather than 
by the bow. 

And now having anſwered all the little Queries that 

I thought might be asxed concerning this Work, I ſhall 

proceed to ſpeak in the next place of the Uſefulneſs of 

3t. Now that already ſo ſuthciently appears by what I 

aid in the beginning, that any more is not much need- 

Ful to be ſaid of it. If it be but a Help to Learners to 

xender into proper Latine ſuch Engliſh Propricties as 

thole are, which are there ſpoken of, more needs not 

be ſaid about it. For that ſpeaks it a Book of exceed- 

ing great uſe untoall Engliſh Men, who have occaſion 

to write or {peak Latine, of what Rank or Quality, 

D-gree or Profeſſion ſoever, whether they be Divines, 

Phyſict2ns, or Lawyers, whether Poets, Orators, or His 

florizas (who cannot, though otherwiſe very Learned, 
but beat a ſtand ſometimes, how to render ſuch odde 
EX 
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expreffions) but etpecially to all young,not only learxers 
in the making, but alfo Teachers in the CorreAing of 
Latine Exerciſes. | 

But that is not the only way, in which it. will be uſe- 
ful. For by being well verſed in this Book, Learners 
will grow toan ability, as to. expreſs their Engliſh un 
Propcr Latine, fo to expreſs their Latine in proper Eng- 
liſh, and not after that poor palterly verbal way, which 
15 too much in uſe in too many places, where the Con- 
ſtruing (as it is called) of Authors is performed with no 
good language, if at all with any good ſenſe. Upon 
which account it will be not a little uſeful to Strangers, 
who underſtand the Latine, and defire to learn the true 
Idiom of the Engliſh, which they will by the help of 
this Book attain unto in a good rneaſure. 

It will be uſeful alſo in a good meaſure in the way of 
an Ordinary Phraſe-book,, as furniſhing the Scholar 
with Phraſes for very many occaſions, and thole many 
times ſuch as he ſhall hardly be able to furniſh himſelf 
withal from any other, cither DiQonary or Phraſe- 
book. 

It may be needleſs to adde what an advantage wall 
hereby be given to all Scholars tor the #nderſtznding of 
Anthors, in regard they will meet with ſo much of them 
in theſe Papers, that bcing furniſhed herewith, they 
will have little occaſion to {ticl at the rendring of any 
thing, that is not ofa more abſtruſe conſideration, but 
g0.0n readily and cheartully in them, as meeting 10 
vften in their new Leffons, with expreſſions made tor- 
merly familiar to them in their learning of this Book. 

And now having, touched upon the Uſefulneſs of 
this Tract, I ſhall hint a little to you of the Fay to wſe 32, 
and ſo draw to a Conclufion. And for that 1contume 
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In the ſxme mind that 1 was of, when I tirit Put out Ad 
Specime!! of this Work, adviiing now, as I then did, 
that the Learner do fo tar at [eaſt commit theſe Phraſcs 
to memory, Head by Head, that Ipo.umg upon, or hear- 
ing the Englih Phraſc, he can readily viyc the Latine 
for it z and again looking, upon or hcaring "the Larine 
Paraſc, be can tor it readily IVE LIE Enyliſh. 

And it will be uſctul to tare the whole com pany to- 
gether that Iearn it, and ask tultonea Parate, and, then 
another, till the whole of what is {et them tor that tune 
be gone through, cver preferring him to the higher 
place, that can reli what anotker could not. 

It will be uſctul allo to cxcrciſe the Learners in a Ver- 
bal Conftrufiioa of 'thc Latine Phraſcs into Engliſh, fo 
ncar as may be done with good {cnſe, which will help 
them much to #nderſtund both the Latine and Engliſh, 
eſpecially if the difticultics arifing from any thing, of 
Hiſtory or Mythology couched in any Paraſe, bea little 
opened by the Teacher to them. 

Laſtly, Let them be put to Traſlate ſore Emgliſhes 
madc in way of Dialogue (or otherwile as the Teacher 
plcaſes) out of the Phraſes of ſome one or morc Heads 
of this Book:and asthe former Exerciſe taught them to 
underſtand, to this wiil teach them how to uſe, and 
ip them allo to remember their Phraſcs. And tor the 

ale of the Teacher in this caſe, there are already Ter 
ſack Dialogues Compoſed by me for this very purpole, 

and Princcd m my Improvements to the Art of Teaching, 
whoſc Latines, though not there fet down, yet may all 
be found in their relpe&ti ve Heads of this Idiomatolog y« 


And when thoſe are gone over, the Teacher may (if 


there be need tor it) compole more of his own head, 
accordingly as hiraſclt hall have cicher inclination, or 
Qpportuni: Ye

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And where any Maſter ſhall not ( as I cannot expect 
that every Maſter will) admit this Book to be read by 
his Scholars in the way of an Author; yet ftill it will 
be uſeful to the Scholars, it it be but to be uſed in the 
way of a Counſellour,to be adviſcd with upon difficult e- 
mcrgencics. At which times the Scholar is to look ſome 
Head of the gan. proper to be conſulted with 
on that occation and thercin to obſerve what Phraſe 
will ft his pretent purpoſe, which when he hath found, 
he is to fit it thereunto, by altering Mood, Tenſe, Num- 
ber, Perton, Gender, Caſe, Oe accordingly as his Mat= 
ter, and the Contexture of his writing thall require
